the boss man at Rerrien Securi- 
ties in Pienlon Harbor, and to 
Wayne Hummer & Co.. a Chicago 
brokerage firm, for c t e a r i n K 
away a few mysteries surround- 
ing the market. 


One is the market's average 


which as the reader well knows 
has slipped badly in the past 18 
months. It dropped from 050 to 
700 last week.

vaguely, is a sampling of per- 
formance by selected companies 
in industry, public utilities and 
railroads. How these corporations

So also 
is the market's overall position 
even though quotations on other 
stocks may run helter skelter 
from the averages;. 


Let 'em run, either up or down, 


holds Dow-Jones. Sooner or later 
the mavericks will conform to 
what the plowhorses arc doing. 


Though T)ow-Jones has com- 


peting theories and many market, 
analysts feel DJ has been out of 
touch for a long time, their word 
is; what the. news media passes on 
as gospel. 


The p c r f o r m a n c c followed 


more closely than any other is 
the Dow-Jones industrial aver- 
age. This is common stock range 
of the following 30 corporations:

the German measles vaccine. 


Young women who are expec- 


ting to have a family should 
therefore not receive the rubella 
vaccine without discussing the 
matter 
completely 
and 
fully 


with their doctors. The chances, 
generally, are so slight that a 
pregnant woman will contract 
the disease that there is no 
point inviting the possibility 1>y 
a harmful vaccination.

bled extensively. I feel that this 
is the fault of my dentist who 
did not give me vitamin K in 
advance. I have no bleeding 
tendency and therefore 1 know 
that it all could 
have been 


avoided.

Bleeding in 


such a situation 
is your own 


personal responsibility because 
it 
is 
your 
body 
and 
your 


circulation 
that is responsible 


for it. It is far easier to put the 
blame on your dentist than it is 
to accept it as a normal, or 
abnormal condition of your own 
body. 


Far too often dentists and 


doctors are blamed for that 
over which they have no con- 
trol. Each individual heals dif- 
ferently, too. Using the same 
technique, I have seen scars 
following an operation on the 
thyroid gland heal wiih a fine 
line 
that 
is 
barely 
visible. 


Others may heal with a wide 
unattractive scar and immedi- 
ately place the blame on the 
surgeon. 


I am sorry to intimate that it 


is 
this 
kind 
of 
unfair 
and 


unwarranted attitude that be- 
comes a factor in the nonpay- 
ment of a doctor's bill or even 
the instigation of a lawsuit for 
malpractice when no such situa- 
tion really existed. 


Since you have had no bleed- 


ing tendency in the past, there 
is no reason why your dentist 
should have been suspicious of 
it and prescribed vitamin K. 
And now let me suggest that 
vitamin K is never given unless 
there is a known deficiency of a 
substance known as prothrom- 
bin, vital to blood coagulation. 
In the absence of severe liver 
disease or other serious medical 
problems, vitamin K would not 
in any way have altered the 
fact that you had somewhat 
more 
bleeding 
than 
normal 


after your tooth was extracted. 
It is quite unfair to substitute 
condemnation for the gratitude 
which really was due to your 
dentist for his contribution to 
your health.
